TIME NOT ON THEIR SIDE 


FINDING CLUES IN BROWN’S DEATH A CHALLENGE FOR AUTHORITIES

Medical examiners performing an autopsy on 
Bobbi Kristina Brown said Monday that their 
initial findings turned up no obvious cause 
of death, while experts said the months that 
have passed since Brown was found facedown 
in a bathtub are working against authorities 
now tasked with solving how she died. 

The Fulton County Medical Examiner’s Of- 
fice said in a statement Monday afternoon that 
it will likely be several weeks before it can rule 
onamanner and cause of death for the 22-year- 
old daughter of Whitney Houston and R&B 
singer Bobby Brown. 

The agency said its initial autopsy turned 
up “no significant injuries” or “previously un- 
known medical conditions.” It said the next 
step is ordering lab tests and issuing subpoenas 
for documents—most likely Bobbi Kristina 
Brown’s hospital records. 

Experts said time is definitely an enemy in 
Brown's case. Any drugs she might have taken 
passed from her bloodstream long ago. Physi- 
cal injuries would have been healing even 
as Brown remained largely unresponsive. 
If police overlooked any physical evidence 
at Brown’s home after she was hospitalized 
Jan. 31, recovering it nearly six months later 
may be impossible. 

Dr. Michael Baden, former medical exam- 
iner for New York City, has performed more 
than 20,000 autopsies during a career span- 
ning more than 45 years. He said the first 
obstacle for forensic pathologists in Brown’s 
case will be a living body’s ability to mend it- 
self and erase medical evidence. 

“Normally, when we do autopsies, we do 
them in people who freshly died. Things like 
toxicology and injuries are clear,” said Baden, 
who helped investigate high-profile cases in- 
cluding the deaths of comedian John Belushi 
and civil rights worker Medgar Evers. 

That means Brown’s hospital records will 
be as important, if not more so, to medical 
examiners investigating her death as physical 
evidence from her autopsy. 

Baden said it’s highly possible that doctors 
screened Brown’s blood for drugs as soon as 
she was admitted to the hospital. Her medical 
charts may also note any physical injuries ob- 
served by doctors who first treated her. The 
initial report by emergency medical techni- 
cians who first responded to Brown’s home 
could also yield critical clues, he said. 

Dr. Henry Lee, the forensic scientist

whose famous cases include the death of 
child beauty queen JonBenet Ramsey, said 
the passage of time could make Brown’s au- 
topsy “much harder.” 

But he said valuable clues could possibly 
still be gained from examining her lungs and 
digestive system. And lab tests of any clothing 
she may have worn the day she was rushed to 
the hospital could turn up residue of drugs or 
other toxins. 

“There’s a lot of stuff you can do,” Lee said. 


The Roswell Police Department in sub- 
urban Atlanta is still investigating the events 
that led to Brown’s death on Sunday, authori- 
ties say. A police report described what hap- 
pened in the townhome Brown shared with 
boyfriend Nick Gordon as a drowning. How- 
ever, no one has been charged in the case. 

Gordon has said Brown wasn’t breathing 
when she was found face-down in the tub— 
and that she lacked a pulse before first re- 
sponders arrived.

The scene was similar to how Houston was 
found dead in 2012 in what authorities later 
ruled an accidental drowning. 

In the case of solving Brown’s death, much 
will depend on how thorough an investigation 
police launched when she was first hospital- 
ized in January, said Ken Hodges, a former 
Georgia prosecutor who’s now a defense at- 
torney in Atlanta. 

“The level of intensity that law enforce- 
ment gives things oftentimes is based on the 
severity of what they’ve got,” said Hodges, 
who served 12 years as district attorney in 
Dougherty County. “In a homicide, it’s often 
given to the more seasoned detectives. If this 
is perceived at the beginning as a drug over- 
dose and not necessarily criminal, it may not 
be investigated at all or might be given to a 
less [experienced] detective.” 

Any fingerprints, blood, hair samples or 
other physical evidence that police failed to 
collect six months ago would likely now have 
vanished, Hodges said. Or any evidence still at 
the scene months later—such as a fingerprint 
on a doorknob—would have far less value 
now because of potential comings and goings 
since. 

“They may have done it all six months ago,” 
Hodges said. “But time is never a law enforce- 
ment officer’s or a prosecutor’s friend. It’s 
always best to jump on a case early. Evidence 
disappears; memories fade.”

We had the drummer 
kick a beat to do the song and that went so 
well, we thought, [Bleep] it, let’s do ‘Martyrs’ 
live.’ The music still wasn’t on, and all I saw 
and heard was white people screaming, ‘N---a.’ 
I couldn’ take it; I couldn't get it out of my 
mind. 

“At the end of the day though, I have all the 
power. I wrote it and I completely control 
what they say if they’re going to sing along 
to my lyrics. It puts me in a weird position, a 
dichotomy of emotions because I shouldn't 
feel like I can’t write these words. Though I 
understand that they want to say it, especially 
with the idea that I wrote it.” 


On the rise in “conscious rap” 

“I think people aren’t dumb. I feel like 
great records that have made their way into 
mainstream success, like Nas’ ‘I Can,’ {still 
resonate}. At shows, people like good music 
and music with a message.

I wrote it and I completely control what they say if 
theyre going to sing along to my lyrics. It puts me in 
a weird position, a dichotomy of emotions because I 
shouldn't feel like I can’t write these words.” 


or four mixtapes before they blow up and get 
the national acclaim they deserve.

“What we are so appalled at whenever we 
are talking about certain types of music is 
the amount of people that follow the words 
of these artists in droves to no end—even 
when the end is pretty negative. That being 
said, there’s always different shifts in any 
field. There was a shift when hip-hop music 
was largely positive and politically charged, 
and then it shifted to super-super-gangster. 
{Laughs.} There’s shifts, and I think another 
shift is taking place. But I think it’s happening 
slowly—I don’t give as much credit to it as 
other people do. 

“T think it’s crazy that artists like Kendrick, 
Big K.R.LT. and myself have to put out three 


On his upcoming EP “Wavels]” and its “party 
song” with producer Kaytranada 

“It depends on your definition of ‘party’ I 
would call [the song} more of a soiree. [Laughs.] 
It’s called “Your Love,’ and it’s definitely not 
something I intended to make, but [Kaytrana- 
da] sent me a batch of beats and I heard it and 
thought, ‘Oh [bleep], what if I did this?” 

“Tt turned out really cool, completely dif 
ferent than what I do. Those hard-hitting rap 
songs are what people have come to expect, 
but ‘Wave[s} is a lot more musical, a lot more 
melodic. There’s short songs with an attempt 
at being infectious, so it creates a different 
vibe, a lot of different waves and experimenta- 


tion with different sounds. There’s not “Yeezus’ 
experimentation, though. I listened to a lot of 
neo-soul and alternative music and was really 
playing around with that sound. “The Water[s} 
was just a sound for me in the same way that 
“Trees and Truths’ was a sound. I think every 
project I do will have its own sound, and for 
‘Wave[s],’ I wanted to use a bit more of the 
melodic influences that help me in my rap any- 
way. I sing a bit more, and the choruses are just 
an attempt at being infectious in a lot of differ- 
ent ways. I was calling myself ‘the dark-skinned 
Pharrell’ when I was making it, if that gives any 
light to what it might sound like. [Laughs.}” 


On making “Wavels]” his first for-sale project 
“To be honest, music sales have been declin- 
ing in general, but it’s more because I’m just 

a hardhead and like to challenge common 
thought. I think it’s common for people to 
feel like an artist owes a fan something, that 
they owe fans free music. That is the aura of 
today’s fan—it’s really kind of selfish. 

“I said this the other day: ‘If you’re a brand- 
new fan of Mick Jenkins and you press play 
on “The Water[s}” and you love it, I’m the 
only one who’s done anything for anybody.’ 
Unless you’ve actually submitted a dollar to 
me, I don’t you owe anything but good music, 
if you pay for good music. And I don’t owe you 
anything but a good show if you pay for a good 
show. There’s a lot of time, effort, thousands 
of dollars and stressed-out relationships that 
went into the year and a half of creating ‘The 
Water[s].’ I shouldn't give it away for free—it 
doesn’t make any sense. 


“Now I’m not saying that I'll never put out 
music for free again. But for right now, that’s 
how I feel. I think there’s a big disconnect 
with the fan and the artist when it comes to 
that, and this is just me challenging that.” 


On his upcoming debut album, “The Healing 
Component” 

““The Water[s} was very broad and just an in- 
troduction to the idea that there’s this ‘water’ 
out here. I think “The Healing Component’ is 
{exploring} what that is. I know a lot of artists 
like Kendrick Lamar, [who is} able to get very 
specific with songs like “‘Wesley’s Theory’ and 
‘These Walls.’ You could say that [on “To Pimp 
a Butterfly’} that certain songs were about cer- 
tain things. I think that’s something you can’t 
really do on “The Water{s],’ [except] for two or 
three songs. You'll be able to do that on “The 
Healing Component, as I have something 
very specific to say. 

“In general, ‘The Healing Component is 
love. My whole purpose—we’re supposed to 
be out here helping people, saving people and 
bringing people closer to the one I worship. I 
was raised Christian, and those are real beliefs. 
Heaven is the be-all and end-all for me, so love 
is the real healing component. Just talking 
about different levels of love, it’s very common 
for our generation and people in general to not 
be familiar with real love, love that isn’t roman- 
tic. There’s a lot of aspects of love that I think 
alot of people have never even experienced 
because they don’t know about them. People 
are looking for all kinds of wrong love. People 
don’t understand brotherly love.”
